The average newspaper writer rarely tackles 
fundamental problems in politics or sociology or economics for two 
good reasons.

Chase is admirable in that it covers a -wide and deep subject—the 
fundamental trouble between capital and labor—in comparatively 
cfew words. Mr. ('base has for years been a thoro-going student and 
is wideh known as a "writer on economic themes. 
He has the rare 


ability to touch on-fundamental truths in language plain enough for 
the average man to understand readily. 
It is for this reason that 


•we. commend the following editorial on "The Kilkenny Cats" to our 
readers for their careful consideration: 


Tie two cats together by their tails and hang them across a 


clothes line. We all know what will happen—a "scrap." in which 
about as much real intelligence \viil be displayed by either partici- 
pant as is manifested in the present attitude towards each other of 
labor and capital. 


Now. before taking offence at this assertion, understand 
that 


"lahor," as here used, means ::i:::i;!:i exertion for the production, di- 
rectlv or indirectly, of wealth: that "capital'' means such results 
of labor as are used, or intended to be used, in further production: 
that production is a process that is not completed until the thing 
produced is in the hands of the one who expects to use it for the 
ultimate purpose for which it has been produced. 
A hat, for ex- 


ample, is not produced when it has been finished at the factory: nor 
•when the manufacturer has sold it to the jobber: nor when the job- 
ber has sold it to the retailer: nor until tiie retailer has sob] it to 
:the man who proposed to wear it, to put it to the use for which it 
was designated in the first nlaee. 


More or less, transportation has been involved in the process— 


transportation of raw materials from various points to the factory: 
transportation from the factory to the warehouse: from the ware- 
house to the store.

rectly r.r indirectly, has taken part in the production of the hat, and 
even now we have not specified all who have been concerned.
